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County charter amendment increas 
ing the salary of Sheriff W. A. Shay 
from $2400 to $3600 a year was ap 
proved by the legislature at Sacra 
mento Wednesday and goes into ef-

That he sees no occasion for a 
legal test on his part, was announe- 
ed yestérday by Vincent Roth, the 
new county auditor. 

“The people of the county auth- 
orized the increase in a charter 
amendment, which they voted at the 
last general election,” said Mr, Roth.

It was announced some time ago 
in strike courses, where Sheriff Shay 
is bitterly opposed, that there would 
be a legal action over the payment 
of the salary. 

Any Taxpayer Can Protest 

Auditor Roth said that any tax- 
payer had the right to attempt to 
enjoin him from paying any salary, 
if he so desired, 

Sheriff Shay said yesterday he had 
heard nothing on the situation, and 
on Feb. 1 would list his salary at 
the new figure on the January pay- 
roll. Mr. Shay said if there was 
any effort made to hold up his gal 
ary he would bring mandamus pro- 
ceedings to get the matter squarely 
and immediately into court. 

Several attorneys who have gone 
over the situation say that the ex- 
plicit mandate of the voters to make 
the salary effective Jan, 8, and the 
fact the amendment was voted at 
the time of Mr. Shay’s election, 
meets the constitutional provision 
that salaries cannot be increased 
during the term for which an officer 
is elected. The approval of the leg- 
islature, although necessary to make 
the amendment legal, is a mere tech- 
nicality and not the important feat- 
ure of the framing of the amend-

Every 
citizen should read what Judge Bledsoe said 
and that part of his address is herewith re- 
published. 

‘> Masons in particular and to people 
in general I want to impress that the future 
of our nation hinges on the survival of our 
laws,’’ Judge Bledsoe said. ‘‘Any time that 
sect or class of people or body undertakes to 
take away that power vested in our govern- 
ment they are undermining their own govern- 
ment. 

“T don’t care what stated object of any 
organization may be, if it attempts to exer- 
cise power which has been given the govern- 
ment as such it is a menace and danger to 
this United States and should be wiped clean 
from the country, especially when it is acting 
under the mask as is the Ku Klux Klan. No 
organization ever lived which was afraid to 
show its face and that is what must come to 
the Ku Klux Klan. It must go from the 
earth. Masonry walks in the light but the 
Ku Klux Klan walks in the dark and there 
can be no connection. Masonry stands for 
obedience, law and government while the Ku 
Klux Klan stands for the’ disrupting of law 
and order. 

‘‘Under the Ku Klux Klan you get mob, 
under mob comes tumult, under tumult comes 
violence, revolution and finally chaos. The 
European countries that are now disrupted 
started with just such organizing. Very real, 
true Americans will not countenance such an 


_ organization as the Ku Klux Klan or any- 


thing that partakes to take away the power 
of the government.—Redlands Facts. 1

Americanism 


MERICA, if it is to be understood, 
appreciated and properly valued, must 
be thought of not as a mere nation or 
country, and certainly not as a mere 
sentiment, but rather as an aggregate of in- 
stitutions which have been developed out of 
centuries of struggle and sacrifice, and with- 
out which liberty, as we know it, could never 
have come into being or have been maintained. 
No education in Americanism that does not 
make this clear, and bring it within the 
comprehension of all our people is of much 
value. The subject is one which can not, 
with any profit, be superficially taught, for 
to teach it superficially is to teach it wrongly. 
The history of America began long before 
America herself began, by no means starting 
at Plymouth Rock and Jamestown, or with the 
revolution. This is no paradox, but sober 
truth. Our history is written in the English 
common law, which is today—as are the 
earliest English statutes—part of the law. 
There is no man—unless charged with treason 
or felony—held in jail who can not by means 
of the writ of habeas corpus have a judicial 
inquiry into the questions as to whether he 
is rightly restrained. This great writ dates 
from the passage of the habeas corpus act in 
the reign of Charles IJ. It is one of the 
great bulwarks against tyranny. Men charged 
with crimes or misdemeanors must be tried 
by jury, are entitled to counsel whether they 
can pay for them or not, may compel the 
summoning of witnesses in their own behalf, 
ean not be forced to incriminate themselves, 
and must be proved guilty beyond reasonable 
doubt. All these safeguards are a race in- 
heritance. 

So of the two-house legislative system, of 
the control of the army and navy by the 
lower house, of the requirement that money 
bills originate in the lower house, of due pro- 
cess of law and equal protection of the law—it 
is of these great institutional safeguards that 
Americanism and American liberty are com- 
pacted. And they are all part of that great 
system which English-speaking peoples have 
carried with them over the world. A hundred 
years after the establishment of the habeas 
corpus principle in England, men in France 
were arrested on secret process, set in motion 
by royal whim or personal enmity, and thrown 
into dungeons without any pretense of a 
hearing. Men from other lands who set foot 
on our shores are told that they are free—as 
they are—but they should be also told why 
they are free, what it is that makes them free 
and protects and insures their liberty, and 
taught the history of the origin and develop- 
ment of American liberty. It is not a thing 
of yesterday, or of the eighteenth century— 
it is the product of the labors, struggles and 
sacrifices of a thousand years, and is rooted 
in history, as it should be in every American 
heart. The flag is glorious because it is the 
visible symbol of all this. When men die for 
the flag they die for this liberty, as they did 
during the great world war. If our univer- 
sities, colleges and schools are not teaching 
this sort of Americanism they are pitiably— 
and perhaps fatally—failing in their duty. It 
is thought to be of great importance—and it 
is—that children should know how our flag 
came into being. But it is still more impor- 
tant that they should know how the great 
institutions without which our liberties could 
not survive, came into being.—Pomotropic.

N the Southern Pacifie Bulletin, for 
December, there is an interesting story 
by a Los Angeles writer who gives a 
close-up of the exacting passenger when 
he lays down his cash fare and asks for first 
class transportation from here to there. What 
does the passenger expect? Tere is a para- 
graph that gives the railroad’s side of it at 
a sharp angle: 

‘‘Every stop was made on time, every want 
satisfied, the steam was always on, the berths 
were always made up and ready, the porters 
never failed to answer a bell and the train 
erew pulled us through without a skip.”’ 

It was expected of the railroad to do this 
very thing, he telis us, and like the virtue 
of a good woman, it couldn’t be anything 
else. 

And then the writer goes on to say that 
had the special at any time jumped the track, 
been appreciably delayed anywhere or fallen 
down in service, it no doubt would have been 
**noticed’’ with emphasis. 

It is true. Few passengers, probably, realize 
what service they demand and receive when 
they board a first-class train and are carried 
safely, comfortably and swiftly to their des- 
tination. There is much truth in the sugges- 
tion that railroad patrons take the same 
position regarding train service that they do 
regarding the sun, which comes up every 
morning, makes its way to the zenith and 
deelines—and sets—all in the day’s work. But 
let one of these trains be late and the whole 
community flutters as though it had skipped 
a few heatr beats, and if a train fails to pull 
in, consternation reigns. 

Of course, there is a good reason for all 
this efficiency in railroad service; nothing is 
too good for the American traveler, who de- 
mands the best there is to be had and re- 
gards service as a thing well worth paying 
for.—Bakersfield Californian.

ON QUARANTINE 


Amazing number of tourists 
arriving daily in Southern Cali- 
fornia, as well as the value’ of 
the plant quarantine stations 
operated in the south by the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
one which is at Daggett, San Ber- 
nardino County, are shown in the 
brief summary of the December 
reports by the department and 
sent to J. P. Coy, horticultural 
commissioner in this county and 
under whose direction the Dag- 
gett quarantine station is opera- 
ted. 

The report shows that 3234 ve- 
hicles were inspected as_ they 
crossed the line into California 
from the east. The majority of 
these people expect to remain 
here, acecordmg to investigations 
by the inspectors. 

From the number inspected one 
lot of insects was taken, two lots 
of horticultural material refused 
admittance, and 236 lots of con- 
traband cotton, cotton seeds, al- 
falfa hay, citrus fruits and other 
forms of contraband destroyed. 
Had this been allowed entrance 
it may have resulted in great 
loss to crops here. 

The inspection work is carried 
on by the Department of Agri- 
culture with the co-operation of 
the county in which the station 
is located. 

Mr. Coy said today the Dag- 
gett station will remain in opera- 
tion indefinitely. Persons com- 
ing into the state are meeting 
the inspectors without objection 
and in most cases favor the in- 
spection. They expect the in- 
spection as word has been sent 
east by friends who preceded

| WHAT DOES A BOX \tewoncn sores? 


OF ORANGES COST? 


In the last issue of thé~Produce 
News there is an interesting article 


answeringanswering the questions: 

What does it actually cost to pro- 
duce a box of oranges in California 
and to lay it down in any of the 
leading markets? What is the cost 
of a box of California lemons? 

The California Citrus League, un- 
der which title the various organiza- 
tions of the state, including the Ex- 
change, the M. O. D., and the lead- 
ing independent organizations handle 
their common problems, in a report 
dated December 14, 1922, gives this 
data. This is the first cost report 
issued in several years. Coming 
from the source it does, it may well 
be considered official. 

By comparing this “cost’’ price with 
the actual selling price of any special 
car at any time, the profit or loss to 
the grower will be apparent at a 
glance. Based on thig cost showing, 
many hundreds of cars shipped since 
September have brought less than 
cost, either in the auctions or at 
private sale in the smaller markets. 

Production Cost—Lemons 

Itural cost per acre, $265.10; 
average production, 200.9 boxes per 
acre, equals $1.320. Handling cost, 
including picking, $0.364; hauling, 
$0.057; packing, $.1030; total, $1.451. 
Delivered cost per box (not includ- 
ing selling expense), $4.085. 

Production Cost—Oranges 

Cultural cost per acre, $266.31; 
average production, 161.7 boxes per 
acre equals $1.647. Handling cost, in- 
cluding picking, $0.130; hauling, 
$0.046; packing, $0.712; total, $0.888. 
Freight and refrigeration, $1.493. De- 
livered cost per box (not including 
selling expense), $4.028. 

These figures do not show “inter- 
est on investment”—which any busi- 
ness must earn in order to keep go- 
ing. It does not show any allowance 
for “risk from frost damage,” heat 
damage and other occasional causes 
of losses. 

When, therefore, an annual report 
shows that the members of a certain 
local association received an “aver- 
age’’ for the season of $4 for oranges, 
such a “showing’’ actually represents 
a loss of 28 cents box to the growers 
—in addition to the cost of operat- 
ing the association, also the selling 
cost, advertising cost and other items 
incurred in the operation of the grow- 
ers organization. In the case of the 
independent shipping organization, its 
commission or selling charge should 
be added in order to show the actual 
total loss or gain to the grower. 

When oranges are selling in the 
auctions or in the open market for 
$4 box or less delivered, it is act- 
ually less than the cost; lemons at 
$4.10 the same, 

When cash buyers are paying two 
cents pound on the tiee for oranges, 
all grades and sizes, this represents, 
at the closest margin of 80 pounds 
fruit to the box, just the cultural 
cost of the fruit. 

When cash buyers are paying two 
sellers are forced to allow discounts, 
or where small sizes rule and sim- 
ilar discounts must be given, the 
lower percentage of preferred fruit 
fails to bring the seller out whole. 
Where there is a heavier proportion 
of choice and standard than normal 
here again is an added cost to fancy.

Among the theories advanced for 
the failure of the vessel, seaworthy 
in the extreme, and in the best shape 
save for a minor accident to one of 
her engines, was that she had either 
been sunk by a German submarine op- 
erating in West Indian waters or that 
she had been captured and taken into 
Germany in order that the central 
powers might have the benefit of the 
large cargo of manganese which she 
was carrying. One of the first acts 
of the American authorities after the 
signing of the armistice, therefore, was 
to examine all German records deal- 
ing with naval operations during the 
period of the war. But, while refer- 
ence was found to the sinking of 
every vessel which had been torpe 
doed, together with the date of the 
attack and the name of the officer com- 
manding the submarine or raider, no 
mention whatever was to be located 
concerning the Cyclops. If she fell 
a victim to a German submarine, it 
must have been one of those which 
failed to return to port, else German 
pride in the success of their campaign 
of frightfulness would have led to a 
permanent record of the exploit. 
Inasmuch as no storm or even rough

"GOVERNOR CUTTING 
ALLOTATE EXPENSE 


Following the economy plan 
proposed to the people of the 
State of California by Governor 
Friend Wm. Richardson, Will H. 
Marsh, Chief of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles, announces the 
first big step in retrenchment in 
his Department. 

This move contemplates the 
elimination of the Inspector’s De- 
partment of the Division. Follow- 
ing out his plan, the Department 
will officially go out of business, 
on Saturday, January 20th. All 
automobiles, and other equip- 
ment, that have been in use by 
the Inspectors througout the 
State have been called in by 
Marsh and all employees of that 
department will be dropped from 
the payroll. on that date except 
in a few cases where it is found 
desirable to use some of the em- 


ployees in other departments of 
the Division. 

In connection with this re- 
trenchment mov, the Chief of 
the Division states that he will 
deputize a few men from the 
inspector’s foree for purposes. of 
entoreing registration. The num- 
ber will probably not exceed 
three. and they will be located 
one in Sacramento, one in San 
Francisco and one in Los Angeles. 
These men will in no wise be 
used for traffic or patrol duty. 
It is the contention of the de- 
partment head that this feature 
of enforcement of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Act should be left to local 
authorities. 

‘The expense of maintaining ‘a 
department such as that» which 
will cease to exist next Saturday 
has been found to be prohibitive. 
Figures compiled by Marsh set 
forth that fifteen inspectors em- 
ploved by the Division during 
the past year have cost the De- 
partment approximately $77,000.- 
00. 116 inspectors, or two for 
each. county in the State, and 
operated at a like cost would 
méan an expenditure of $600,- 
000.00. It is contended that’ a 
like number of men employed by 
the counties of the State at $125 
per month salary, and with an 
expense account for motor cycles 
gas and oils, and equipment neces- 
sary at another $100, per month 
would mean that the same num- 
ber of enforcing officers: could 
be put in the field at a maximum 
cost of $290,000.00 per year. 

The Division has purchased 
during the past ‘two years auto- 
motive and other equipment for 
the inspector’s department 
amounting to more than $20,000. 
This equipment will be stored un- 
til provision is made for itsgsale.
